War Films.

of certain cinematograph pictures which 
are exhibited in foreign countries. Most 
of these pictures deal with-the Great War 
as seen through British, French or 
American eyes ; and, as a rule, they do not 
show the German Army at its best. The 
German Cinema Proprietors’ Association 
has decided that foreign firms that 
continue to produce and exhibit such films 
as “The Big Parade '—which not only 
Germany, but France, dislikes heartily— 
shall be punished by the loss of German 
business. Unless the films are withdrawn 
from circulation before the 1st June the 
Association will take steps to establish a 
German boycott of the offending producers’ 
whole output. The threat is not 
negligible; for the new Germany is an 
ardent patron of the picture-house, and 
aer own producers are making history in 
the progress of their art. To-day the 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Company, of Holly- 
wood, is working in close co-operation witt 
the German Ufa Company, whose fine 
picture, ' has attracted 
crowds of spectators in Dublin, The German 
picture-house proprietors can claim that 
they are willing to respect other peoples’ 
prejudices, since recently they withdrew 
from exhibition a film concerning Upper 
Silesia, against. which the Polish Govern- 
ment had lodged a protest. It is probable, 
we think, that their present demand for 
the suppression of anti-German pictures 
will be successful. Hollywood cannot 
continue to offend a nation of sixty

million souls—or, shall we say, one 
hundred and twenty million eyes ?— 
without hurt to its own pockéts. It 


will be, indeed, an irony if the cinemato- 
graph industry, without any such purpose 
in the wholly commercial minds which 
now control it, becomes a powerful factor 
of world-peace. If a film is to be profit- 
able, its appeal must be universal ; it must 
please Britons, Frenchmen, Germans, 
Italians and Russians, as well as the 
“hicks ’’ of the Middle-West of the 
United States. Therefore, it must hurt no 
nation’s feelings. Its text, if it is not 
merely frivolous, must be one of the causes 
that unite humanity. So we may predict 
that all the more serious films of the 
future will preach the folly of strife, will 
magnify the feats of. social and intel- 
progress, and will be—like 
“ Metropolis '’—sermons on the brotherhood 
of mankind, In its own way this teach- 
ing, through the most effective medium of 
publicity that the world has discovered, 
must be an increasingly powerful ally of 
the League of Nations. When war is 
depicted on the screen the story will 
employ it, not, as in ‘‘The Big Parade,” 
to glorify a flag, but to purge the passions 
through pitg and fear. A new British 
film—in this case there is no mercenary 
motive—depicts: the Battle of Coronel in 
a fashion which does full justice to the 
chivalry of the German Admiral von Spee, 
and the producer has filled the chief 
German roles with German artists. The 
picture will appeal equally to British*and 
to German pride. 


A Spanish Centenary. 


To-day throughout Spain the learned 
will celebrate the three hundredth anni- 
versary of the death of Luis de Góngora, 
one of the most famous of Spanish poets. 
Gongora was born in Cordova in 1561, the 
son of Don Francisco de Argote. He chose 
to be known by his mother’s maiden name. 
He studied at Salamanca and held eccle- 
siastical livings, although he was not 
ordained, apparently, until he was nearly 
fifty years of age. He died in his native 
town on May 24th, 1627. Velasquez’s 
portrait depicts Géngora as a hook-nosed, 
sour-featured man, and epigrams attri- 
buted to him manifest an unruly and 
satirical genius. His best poetry, however, 
has an airy, lyrical note which won for his 
work a popularity that he despised. From 
about the year 1612, when he was honorary 
chaplain to King Philip III.,| he was 
leader of a literary school which left an 
abiding mark on Spanish letters and gave 
a critical term gongorismo to the language. 
At that time he had abandoned bis lucid 
and easy nianner -and had devised an in- 
volved and cryptic style. Henceforward 
his poems were as much puzzles as songs. 
He would coin from the ancient 
tongues recondite epithets and would twist 
the Castilian sentence to a classical model 
that violated its grammar. ‘‘Gongorism ”’ 
or ‘“‘culteranism’’ sprang up simul- 
taneously with Euphuism in England, and 
with similar literary fashions in France 
and in Italy. Efforts to trace contact or 
a common origin have failed: spon-

strenuously. At present the code ordi- 
rarily followed on this side of the Atlantic 
is that sanctioned by the Portland Club, 
London. The standing of the Portland 
Club in this respect is not unlike 
that of the Royal and Ancient Club 
in the realm of golf, but there is 
no question of restrictions or penalties. 
Practices different from those recognised 
by the Portland Club: may be adopted 
freely and as often as players agree to 
them. Many players.prefer, and con- 
stantly use, practices at variance with. the 
Portland Club’s code, Another London 
club, White’s, of historic note, appears to 
be the headquarters of a movement in 
favour of drastic and extensive changes 
in the accepted code. The movement has 
an aspect of revolt, but the Portland Club, 
has not sought to assert authority, and 
its standing, tased merely on prestige, 
involves the Committee in voluntary, but 
considerable, labour. The Committee, it 
is said, will be glad to give sanction to 
such changes as are desired by the 
majority of. players, as soon as it has 
evidence of the desire. It has recognised 
that the time has come for reconsidera- 
tion of many points in the code, and has 
sent circulars to more than 450 clubs in 
order to ascertain opinions. Furthermore, 
the Committee has called a conference of 
ten of the chief London clubs, which will 
consider the replies recéived in response 
to the circular. Already it is concluded 
that the change known as “ majority call- 
ing” will be sanctioned as a result. 
Otherwise, in the general opinion of bridge 
politicians, changes will not extend beyond 
points of detail.

SUCCESSFUL CONCERT IN 
LONDON. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

Music lovers had a rare feast at the 
Eolian Hall, London, this evening, when the 
Dublin singers once again gave of their best. 
Last year their programme was purely 
classical in composition. To-night, however, 
a programme of traditional Irish airs gave 
full scope for that wistfulness and joy which, 
marks Irish music. 
It is difficult to choose for special praise 
any of these very talented singers, but the 
tich, full voice of Miss Lily Gentleman can- 
not be passed over. She seemed to have no 
boundary, her voice running freely, like a 
stream.

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“The Constant Nymph” is a best seller 
novel of the day, written by Miss Margaret 
Kennedy, and the play of the same name, 
built on the book by the authoress. and Mr. 
Basil Dean, is one of the. very great successes 
of the London stage this year. The play was 
— for the first time in English, outside 
ondon, at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, last 
night, and the result was a success unsur- 
passed by anything seen in any Dublin theatre 
during the past decade. 
Dublin owes this remarkable production, 
first of all to the pluck, and then to the stage 
génius, of Miss Shelah Richards and Mr. 
Arthur Shields, of the Abbey company, who, 
with the blessing of the joint authors, under- 
took to present ‘‘ The Constant Nymph’’ in 
Dublin. 
They got together a cast, partly profes- 
sional, and partly amateur, that has given 
the city something to talk about for much 
longer than the week of the run of the piece.

MR. AMERY AND THE IRISH

Colonel Sir Arthur Holbrook having asked 
whether the Secretary for Dominion Affairs 
was aware that in the settlement of claims of 
Southern Irish loyalists Lord Dunedin recom- 
mended that the whole field of losses suffered 
by Irish loyalists should be considered, and 
that the Irish Grants Committee have been 
restricted to losses between the 1ith of July, 
1921, and the 12th of May, 1925, 
Mr. Amery writes reminding the hon. 
member that the terms of reference of the 
Committee presided over by Lord Dunedin 
limited the Committee’s inquiry to cousidera- 
tion of the question of injury to person or 
property in Ireland since July itth, 1921, and 
that that limitation must be presumed to 
govern, and, he understands, did, in fact, 
govern, the whole of their recommendations. 
The date May 12th, 1923, marked the end 
of what may be called the period of acute 
disturbance in the Irish Free State; but if 
the hon. member was aware of any injuries 
originating after that date of such a kind as 
would otherwise come within the terms of 
reference to the Irish Grants Committee, Mr. 
Amery stated that. he would ba glad if he 
would send details to him.

“It has been,” he said, “the instinct 
of the British Empire and the British 
race to satisfy that man in preference to 
others—(hear, hear)—and not to satisfy 
the man who thinks that his country is 
too free.’’ 

REPUBLICANISM IS DEAD. 

Dr. Malan gave a history of the recent 
flag negotiations between all parties, and 
concluded by declaring that in most of the 
other Dominions, and also in South 
Africa, he gladly admitted that the Union 
Jack stood for constitutional development, 
but in South Africa the Union Jack stood 
for. conquest, too. (Loud Ministerial 
cheers.) That made all the difference as 
compared with Australia, New Zealand 
and Canada. (Uproar.) 

Dr. Malan also pointed out the in- 
appropriateness of the inclusion of the 
Republican flags since Republicanism was 
dead. 

He urged that the flag put forward 
gave expression to the unity of the races 
and the common national ideal and 
destiny—(loud Ministerial cheers)—and in 
the question of civilisation it stood for 
righteousness, peace and justice. 
(Cheers.) It symbolised the spread of 
Christian civilisation from Van Risbeek’s 
day [Cape Town was founded by the 
Dutchman, Jan Van Riebeek, in 1652] 
onwards, and, if anything should bind ihe 
common destinies of the two races, it was 
the Cross of St. George on the flag. 
(Loud Nationalist cheers.) 

THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Sir Thomas Smartt, South African 
Party, said that he would like to question 
the Minister's statements regarding 


Canada, and asked what would be the 
good of South. African nationality without 
the British Navy? (Cheers.) The impres- 
sion has been spread throughout ‘the 
country. that the South African Party 
were opposed to the national flag. It was 
entirely false—(hear, hear)—but such a 
flag must combine the symbols and tradi- 
tions of both. races. 

“We are absolutely. opposed to the 
abortion of a flag which appears in the 
bill,” he added. - “It was an outrage on 
the sentiments. of a large section of. the 
people.”’ 

DROP THE BILL. 

‘Sir. Thomas Smartt, in a moving 
passage, dwelt on the large number of 
Dutch South Africans who had died under 
the Union .Jack, whose memory was en- 
shrined in .the national memorial. at 
Delville Wood. Even to-day, he appealed 
to the Prime Minister, no matter what 
Dr. Malan might say, to drop the bill 
until it had common consent. 

Sir Thomas Smarit went on to utter a 
graye warning as to the rumblings of 
discord that were to be heard throughout 
the country, and asked the Premier to 
heed them because, even if the flag 
question were passed on to a referendum. 
it would always remain a symbol of 
discord instead of unity. 


LABOUR PROTEST. 


Mr. G. A. Hay, Labour member for 
Pretoria West, amid cries from his own 
party and constant interjections, com- 
pletely dissociated himself from the 


Government’s proposal, and declared that 
General Hertzog had allowed a great 
char-> of cementing the two races into 
one great nation to go past. 

Working men all over the country would 
bring home to the Labour Party their 
responsih‘'ity for the feelings created bv 
the flag question. 

He would ask the Labour men in the 
‘House whether they had kept faith, #nd 
accused the Government of having broken 
the pact, as the introduction of the bill 
conflic’+ with the promise of racial peace, 
upon which the pact was established. i 

Colonel W. R. Collins (South African 
Par': member for Ermelo, Transvaal), 
speaking on behalf of the. Dutch section, 
declared that no flag would be acceptable 
unless it included the old Vier™'sur. The 
Union of the Vierkleur and the Union 
Jack would. he said, signify, the con- 
tinuance of that cquality that was 
adnmbrated by General Botha. 


" IF WAR CAME.” 

Mr. Tielman Roos, Minister of Justice, 
declared with great emphasis that there 
was no idea of secession or Republicanism 
behind the provisions of the bill. Then 


eoming to the question—“If the Empire } 


were at war?” he affirmed that. then all 
parts were at war, but the measure «f 
their participation would be decided by 
every individual part. 

He contended that the flags of the 
Transvaal and Free State were dead, 
because the Republics had died. 

The Assembly afterwards adjourned.

of Canberra. We shall always take the 
keenest interest in the progress of the land 
we have learned to love so much.” 

The Duke has also addressed a farewell 
message to the children of Australia, sending 
them love and best wishes from the Ducbess 
and himself. 

“You have a splendid country, worth 
working for,” he says. “Give her the best 
you can. Follow the example of your 
mothers and fathers, who, with British pluck 
and perseverance, have made Australia what 
it is.” :

SORROW FOR NUNGESSER. 


Captain Lindbergh, who was evidently 
embarrassed by the warmth of his recep- 
tion, nevertheless said a few words in a 
very calm, quiet voice :— : 

“T am not going to attempt to put into 
words what I feel in spirit.” he said, '' but I 
wish to convey to the. French people just 
one message of sorrow—sorrow which the 
American people felt: at tho loss of Captain 
Nungesser and Captain Coli, who were lost 
in attempting to carry out a far greater 
project; than the flight from America to 
France. 

‘They knew that they were heading for 
far worse atmospheric conditions. Americans 
felt their loss as much as the French, but 
they still had a little hope that they would be 
found somewhere in the wilds of North 
America or Canada.”’ 

The company then drank to the health 
of Mrs. Lindbergh, “ the proudest woman 
in America.” 

Captain Lindbergh's plans are still un- 
settled, and he is not yet able to give an 
answer any more than he has had time 
to consider various offers. of “fabulous sums 


from American impresarios.

ITS UNITY AND 
DIVERSITY, 


-- 


In a leading article upon Empire Day, 
The Times remarks :—It has fallen to the 
present, generation to assess, as far as it 
is possible, the meaning of .the British 
Empire, and to co-ordinate with new con- 
ditions the great and varied achievement 
ef the Victorian era. The Empire is 
certainly not the poorer because some of 
the conceptions adapted to the earlier 
pioneer stages of expansion have now been 
recognised as obsolete, because populous 
oversea Dominions have grown up, and the 
fact of their equal status within the 
imperial community has been fully and 
explicitly admitted. The. Victorian era 
was signalised by a remarkable terri- 
torial expansion beyond the seas. The 
political and commercial implications of 
this expansion were then only partially 
and approximately realised, administrative 
provisions hardly kept pace with the rush 
of events. The war was a turning 
point. It established a néw sense of the 
unity and the diversity of the Empire. It 
set the Victorian achievement in a new 
focus jn the world of to-day. The whole 
conception of the Empire has undergone 
a change. 

Attempts have been made to define the 
change by substituting for the Empire 
some other name. There is no real need 
for that. Only the very ignorant can con- 
fuse the British Empire of to-day with the 
military and aggressive Empires of the 
past. It hardly needs saying that the 
British Empire could not exist if it 
accepted their standards or followed their 
methods. Its vitality comes of a pre- 
monition, growing by experience to a cer- 
tainty, of the inevitability of rapid 
change throughout the world. Flexibility 
and adaptability are of the essence of the 
policy which keeps the British Empire to- 
gether.

The proclamations were published in the 
Dublin Gazette last night. That dissolv- 
ing the Dail reads :— 

“ By: virtue of the power and authority 
in me vested, on the advice of the 
Executive Council, I, the Governor- 
General, do, by this my Proclamation in 
the name of His Majesty the King, dis- 
solve the Oireachtas of the Irish Free 
State as on and from this 23rd day of 
May, 1927, and declare a general elec- 
tion of members for Dail Eireann. Pro- 
vided always however that nothing in 
this Proclamation contained shall vacate 
the seats or require an election of mem- 
bers of Seanad Eireann.”’ 

The Proclamation summoning the 
Oireachtas for Thursday, June 23rd, 1927, 
calls together ‘‘the Oireachtas of the 
Irish Free State and each House of the 
said Oireachtas. to meet at the City of 
Dublin on Thursday, the 23rd day of 
June, 1927, at the hour of three o'clock 
in the afternoon, for the despatch of such 
spective Houses. ''

LORD HEWART’S VIEW. 

“I do not think that there is any such 
‘thing as the freedom of the Press,” 
Lord Chief Justice (Lord Hewart), speaking 
last night at the Lyceum Club Debating 
Society dinner in London. 
The Press was no more privileged than 
any person who wrote a postcard, except that 
for some reason, for which there was 
probably some historical foundation, our 
ancestors gave more defences to newspapers 
which were being sued for damages for libel 
bin were not open to the ordinary indivi- 
ual. 
If they read the Acts of Parliament dealing 
with the subject they would probably be 
driven to the conclusion that in those almost 
forgotten days the legislature seemed to think 
that newspapers were conducted with a 
sense of public duty, and that, therefore, 
people writing in newspapers ought, to be 
armed with some kind of special defence 
‘against wicked people who complained of 
‘what appeared in them. 
Of course, those days had long. since 
gone by. | 
He supposed that those Acts of Parlia- 
ment, as soon as the legislature had finished 
calling itself names, would. be repealed, 
Then there would be no shadow of the free- 
dom of the Press; and so much the better. .

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WHAT IS DRIPPING? 


DISTRICT JUSTICE’S VIEW. 

What is dripping? This question was 
raised at hee “TA District Court yesterday, 
when various definitions were given; and, 
although District Justice Reddin came to a 
decision on the point by declaring thet he was 
perfectly satisfied that, if he. was to ask a 
cook what was dripping, she would tell. him 
it was what dripped off roasting meat, the 
issue is still in doubt; for Mr, Gordon Brad- 
ley, solicitor, declared that the case would go 
further : 

J. Larkin, Dublin street, Balbriggan, and 
J. Fair, of Skerries, were each fined 1s, and 
20s. costs, on a prosecution under the Food 
and Drugs Act, for selling dripping not of 
the nature, quality and substance demanded. 
The evidence went to show that. in the case 
of a sample purchase from Larkin, the 
analyst's certificate stated that it was not 
dripping, but rendered beef or mutton fat. 
Mr. Bradley contended that the substance 
offered for sale in this.case was of a very high 
standard of purity. The public asked for it, 
and had bought it for fifty years. 
In the case of Fair, analysis of a sample 
revealed genuine dripping. It was stated 
that for commercial purposes it was absolutely 
essential to get ridgof the extractive tissue 
of meat, which was é! a nitrogenous character, 
and would tend to decompose the dripping. 
Bris was purely fat, and nothing else but 
at. 


District Justice Reddin said that it might 
be that the substance they had in the 
bottle beíore them, being clear of .nitrogenous 
qualities, would last longer and was usef 

commercially; but he must still find the 
dripping was an original manufacture of the 
kitchen, and its definition was one that. must 
come from there. He could not find that 
the substance offered and sold was dripping, 
but found that it was a sale to the prejudice 
of the: purchaser. -

and Trade Unions Bill was resumed in Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons to-day the 
discussion turned on the question of what 
does, or does not, ccwstitute intimidation 
within the provisions of Clause 4. Two days 
are to be given to the consideration of this 
clause, which makes it unlawful for one or 
more persons to attend at any house or works 
for the purpose of persuading or inducing 
any person to work, or abstain from work, in 
such manner as to be calculated to intimidate 
or obstruct, or in such numbers as should be 
deemed to be a watching or besetting. It 
was sought to define the-~word ‘“ intimida- 
tion ” as being capable of chusing an appre- 
hension of injury. i 

Sir Henry Slessor attacked the clause, on 
the ground that it was too obscure to remove 
the possibility of a man engaged in peaceful 
picketing being charged with a serious crime, 
and he moved the omission of the whole of 
the first three sub-sections. At the risk of 
being scoffed at as a lawyer, Sir Henry said, 
he wanted to ascertain the real meaning of 
the clause, So far as he could see, the rights 
of trade whions conferred upon them by the 
Act of 1875 would be wholly done away with. 
The law, as it stood to-dey, was quite sufh- 
cient to deal with real intimidation, and if it 
had proved ineffective that was the fault of 
the administration, and not of the law. 

Then, he asked. why did they stop at the 
working-man in. this clause’ A motor-car

THE DANGER.

HOME SECRETARY'S VIEW. 
The Home Secretary, who was naturally 
more closely concerned with the working of 
the clause than his Ministerial colleagues, 
assured Mr. Harney that he need be under 
no apprehension in the- matter of drinks. 
The clause, in fact, in no way altered the 
existing law, which was incorporated in the 
bill, so that everybody could know exactly 
how far he might go. It might be true to 
say that a new meaning was given to the 
word “intimidation,” in the sense that it 
was not restricted to physical violence. There 
were subtle forms of intimidation which were 
worse than the open bludgeon, and he was 
quite prepared to go to the country and, in 
speeches, defend the clause as it stood. 
“We have,” he said in. conclusion, “long 
passed the age of physical violence as the 
only method of intimidation. We are now 
in the 20th century, and my view is that 
mental intimidation and farmly intimidation 
are far more serious and far more brutal than 
phvsical violence.”

Our wives know each 
other. I’m fighting for an extra two bob a 
week to help keep my children, and if you 
don’t join us my wife won't expect your wife 
to come to our house to tea,” (Laughter.) 
That, said Mr. Thomas, would be intimida- 
tion under this bill. 
‘It might depend on the quality of the 
lea,” said the Home Secretary, 
Mr. Hannon told the Opposition that they. 
were under a great delusion in imagining 
that they had the great body of trade union 
opinion behind them. A _ vast number of

EARTHQUAKE REGISTERED 


SHOCKS LAST FOR HOURS. 


What appears to have been a disastrous 
earthquake was registered in Dublin, Italy, 
Spain and Colorado.: Violent shocks were 
registered at the Observatory at Tortosa, 
Madrid, at 10.44 on last Sunday night.

| Empire Week in Belfast was opened 
to-day by the Governor of Northern 
Ireland, and the scene in front of 
the City Hall was brilliant and im- 
pressive. 'The Lord Mayor and members 
of the Corporation were present, a splash 
of colour being provided by their crimson 
robes of office, and a great crowd filled 
Donegall place and the streets to the 
right and left. The singing of “O God, 
Our Help in Ages Past ’’ and “ Land of 
Hope and Glory ” by a massed choir of a 
thousand voices was most inspiring, and 
the grandeur of the theme was intensified 
by the majestic volume of sound. 

The decorative scheme is very effective. 
Ir, the principal streets the electric stan- 
dards bear shields in green and yellow, 
symbolic of the country, and giant 
streamers span the thoroughfares, while 
the shops and other trading concerns are 
lavishly ornamented. Flags representing 
the Empire float over the City Hall, 
and jalong its. side. Amongst these 
emblems of world-wide power, several 
Irish Free State flags of large sise occupy 
a modest place, but they wave bravely in 
‘the breeze alongside the Union Jack, and 
seem. to convey a message of peace and 
good-will to the North. Although to 
some the presence of these flags is a ‘cause 
for wonderment, they are prophetic . of 
those happier relations between the two 
States which all patriotic men desire. 
Furthermore, if one might be permitted 
to say so, the broad-minded action of 
the Belfast Corporation is worthy of 
emulation on both sides of the border. 

The shops in themselves are a peculiar 
glory. Delightful tableaux are arranged, 
in some of which charming colleens are 
to be seen amongst snow-white _ linens, 
while in others there are artistic displays 
of the produce of the Dominions and 
Colonies. In quite a number of the larger 
establishments prominence is given to 
manufactures from the Free State, and 
noticeable features are the high quality 
and moderate prices of all goods on view. 
It is interesting to note that Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour, Minister of Commerce, at a 
meeting the other night, advised the 
audience to include products from the 
Free State when making their purchases. 


EX-SERVICE MEN’S COMPLAINT.

COMPARISON WITH FREE STATE. 


In the Northern House of Commons 
members on the Government. benches did 
not relish the comparisons made between 
the North and South during the debate on 
the entertainment tax. It was pbinted ous 
that outdoor sports in the Free State aru 
free of duty, while in such commodities 
as tea, sugar, coffee, cocoa and countless 


other things the South is also in a happier | 


position than the North. In answer to 
Mr. Elliott, who asked “ What about the 
boot’ tax?’ Mr. Devlin advised the hon. 
member to wait until he got on his ' feet *’ 
before speaking, and said that the boot tax 
was not primarily intended for revenue 
purpose, but rather for the fostering of 
the industry. Taunted on the subject by 
the Nationalist leader, Mr. Andrews, the 
Minister of Labour, declared that he him- 
self was a tariff reformer. His confession, 
however, of his faith is of little avail, as 
the Northern Parliament has no power 
either to strike or remit taxes in services 
reserved by the Imperial Government. 

Mr. Devlin, who is deeply interested in 
musica] culture, made an appeal on behalf 
of the Belfast Philharmonic Society for the 
remission of the entertainment tax on their 
concerts; but the Minister of Finance. 
while paying a tribute to the Society, said 
that, if that were done, it would 
open the floodgates for countless similar 
applications. Mr. Pollock’s, argument was 
sound, and, as the Society has flourished 
for over half a century, there is little 
likelihood of its prosperity being injured 
by the refusal to give it special considera- 
tion, particularly as the tax is paid by the 
subscribers and does not ‘reduce the price of 
the admission tickets so fareas the Society 
is concerned. Some special pleading by 
members of the Opposition to have electyic 
hare ‘‘coursing’’ declared free of duty 
was quickly disposed of hy Mr. Pollock, 
who caustically remarked that people who 
were able to give 3s. 6d. admission to the 
grounds would find no difficulty in paying 
the small amount imposed. 


A VEIL OF MYSTERY. 


The veil of mystery which enshrouds 
the Silent Valley is only lifted a little 
when payments are made in connection 
with the reservoir works. At the last 
meeting of the Watér Commissioners, in 
Belfast, an account for £6,200 was. passed 
to the contractors, and ratepayers are 
complaining that they can get no informa- 
tion except with regard to disbursements 
of large sums of money. I[t would be 
interesting to know exactly how much has 
been spent on this ill-fated scheme and 
what are the prospects of its ultimate 
success. ‘The project was launched a few 
years ago with a great flourish of oratorical 
trumpets, the estimated cost being over a 
million pounds; but nearly half of that 
vast amount has already been expended, 
much of it quite uselessly, in seeking for 
a rocky foundation which the Commis- 
sioners of thirty years ago were told did 
not exist. 

Was no record kept of that report by 
an eminent engineer, or was it consigned 
to the waste-paper basket? The Belfast 
Chamber of Trade, which for a little while

There was every indica- 
tion that sufficient to supply the needs of the 
State could be produced economically within 
the State, and there would be room for four 
other such factories to supply the .require- 
ments of the people. 

SOLID AND USEFUL. 

All that, he said, may be very humdrum 
and uninteresting, and not quite so spec-

When they had won complete indepéndence 
for a united Iréeland he had no doubt as to 
what form that independence would take, and 
there eould be no antagonism between those 
who want independence and those who want 
republicanism as a form of government.
